It is a fact that up to nowy the standard of educa- 
tion in Aruba is one of the highest in the Caribbean 
region.Often we hear people from other countries 
commenting about the fluency of our students or

laying off of mumerous=teachers and reduction in 
teachers working hours.The government has also 
drastically reduced the amount of scholarships for 
Aruban students to obtain acadameic education a- 
broad, The government announced measures has 
caused much concern among the parents of school- 
going children and the matter is being-seriously dis- 
cussed by all sectors of the community.Following

islands;‘‘What can one do?The government doesn’t

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Why Friday 
13th scares 
people silly 


ANOTHER Friday the 13th is looming next week, and that 
means shivering terror for triskaidekaphobiacs — people with 
the blind, unreasoning fear of the number 13. . 

Some of the 10 to 20 million Americans who share such 
paralyzing phobias actually become so immobilized they are 


afraid to get out of bed, says Dr. 


Menlo Park, California. 
“‘They will go through all 


sorts of rituals to counteract 


the effects,’’ explains Hardy, 
the founder of the Territorial 
Apprehensiveness Clinic. 

““They’ll knock twice on 
wood or perhaps recite a 
prayer or do things in a certain 
order — anything to ward off 
the deep anxiety they feel.”’ 

The fear of the number 13 is 
rooted deeply in history, scho- 
lars say. 
® Primitive people counted 
with their 10 fingers and two 
feet, allowing them to count to 
12. After 12 came the un- 
known. 

@ In ancient Rome, witches 
gathered in groups of 12 and 
the 13th member was believed 
to be the devil. 

@ The 13th guest at the Last 
Supper was Judas, the traitor. 
@ The ancient Norsemen con- 
sidered 13 to be unlucky be- 
cause the noose they used to 
hang criminals and traitors 
contained 13 knots.

And power? The Mark 17 was built 
to hold the nuclear equivalent of 1 
million tons of TNT. When it was test- 
ed at Eniwetok Island, in 1952, the 
fireball was more than three miles in 
diameter, the cone was 40,000 feet 
high, and the dark, toxic cloud 
reached an intact width of at least 
100 miles. 

Mildred Johnson puts it in perspec- 
tive. She is a museum employee, and 
her observations are by rote. She says 
if the Mark 17 were dropped on New 
York City, it would obliterate one- 
fourth of Manhattan Island; it might 
also kill 2 million people residing in a 
circle reaching into Connecticut and 


New Jersey.

show, are old-timey and obsolete. 
Many of them were never used. Some 
of them were not much good, tacticai- 
ly. They have been replaced now by 
earth-busters and _ intercontinental

That’s why the atomic museum 
exists. The old bombs have been 
declassified, to a degree, and they can 
be displayed without fear for national 
security. Mrs. Johnson says the muse- 
um, which is administered by the 
Department of Energy, gets 120,000 
visitors a year, and some of them are, 
well, suspicious. 


diers have left leaflets at the foot of

museum sanitizes and salutes the 
machines of death. 

Museum employees deny that. They 
say the atomic exhibition provides 
unadorned information, and the pri- 
mary purpose is scholarly.
